T the Reorganized Ctmrch of 
Christ, corner of Wall and 
Eleventh streets, yesterday, Rev.

I would not impugn the mo- 
tive of the least of my fellow-workers 
who are laboring for a higher stand- 
ard and more territory for Christian 
expansion. Much has been said and 
written relative to the vice in our city. 
It is true that there is much of crime 
and injustice all over the land, but 
think you that a denunciation of the 
participants and the withdrawal of 
the hand of fellowship, both social and 
spiritual, will effect an adjustment? 
Much of the crusades against crime 
partakes of the nature of a ‘grand 
stand’ for effect or a ‘playing to the 
galleries.’ 

“I have viewed with satisfaction the 
endeavor to modify the saloon advan- 
tages and to abridge tne spider’s webs 
which afford better facilities for the 
cloistering of females; the blunting of 
their finer sensibilities under the influ- 
ence of intoxicants and their final de- 
bauchery.

Robertson's services later as a leader 
of western settlement can hardly be 
overestimated, A story of his career is 
a history of the early life of Eastern 
Tennessee. One of his first exploits was 
to go all alone on a long expedition to 
the Cherokee country to persuade the 
Indians not to begin hostilities again-t 
the settlers. This deed readied great 
cou , but the masterful apirit of the 
man, utter freedom 7vom fear apd a 
certain commanding presence had their 
infiuvence. He acocrplished ala purpese 
and returned in safety. A few years 
later he was present at the battle of 
the Great ‘Kanawha, where an army of 
backwoodsmen overwhelmed the In- 
dians under the great Shawnee chief- 
tain, Cornstalk. This was one of the 
flercest and most bloody battles ever 
fought in the West. He commanded the 
Watauga fort in 1776, when it was at- 
tacked by the Cherokees. The Indians 
in the attacki party numbered over 
300. Not more forty whites were 
fit for active service. For three weeks 
the siege continued, varied by midnight 
attacks and daily assaults, but the 
brave little garrison, alert and — 

l, under a leader of resolutio 
sourcefulness and rep 
attacks until retreated. 
Only three years ye is Robertson 
and a few companions moved farther 
westward into the wilderness, founding, 
near what was then known as French 
Lick on the Cumberland, @ iitttle = 
tlement which grew into the city of 
Nashville.

A CONVENIENT POSTOFFICE. . 
At postal station A, the postmaster, 
A. B. Whitney, has introduced an in- 
sixty-four 
lock boxes placed in the side of the 
building, much as a window might be, 
So that the holder of a box may stop 
on Daly street and unlock it without 
entering the postoffice. One ig likely 
to underestimate the im ce of 
these postal stations. This one, located 
on the corner of Downey avenue and 
Daly street, has a constituency of 12,- 
000 people. Aside from the lock boxes, 
there is a case of call boxes, a large 
general delivery and four carriers, the 
latter making two deliveries per day. 
There is in the office a complicated 
Bundy time recorder with four keys 
- each carrier, and fifty-five keys for 
tmaster, each one stam with 
oe ime it is to be used. For instance, 
the postmaster has one for each month, 
one for each day of the month, one for 
the year and one for special occasions. 
It looks foolish to the uninitiated, but 
there is no doubt behind it all some 
deep-laid scheme to catch the thief of 
time. Postmaster Whitney has a4 
small building erected especially for 
the purpose, and gives the office all 
his time, but as this station, in com- 
mon with others, is let to the lowest 
bidder, competition has reduced) the 
salary to $650, and the postmaster must 
furnish his own office.

Chinese Orator and His Wife 
in the City Yesterday— 
His Pulpit Hits. 


Rev. Gam Sing Quah, who occupied 
the pulpit of the Cumberland Presbyte- 
rian Church, corner of Tenth street 
and Union avenue, in this city, yester- 
day, is a well educated and se!f-pos- 
sessed son of the Flowery Kingdom.
